gang mined a highway and blew an 
armored payroll car from the road. 
The mob specialized in payroll rob- 
beries, and during one of thjesc Ja- 
worski killed a guard. For that 
crime he was sentenced to death. 
His only concern was a continued 
magazine story he 
was reading. 
The final installment was to ap- 
pear early in February, and 
he 
said "Gtt, its tough not to know 
how that thing ended." 


The publisher of the 
magazine 
sent an advance copy of the period- 
ical to the jail and Jaworski read 
the final chapter of the story the 
day before he was removed to the 
death house.

UNITED STATES SUPPLY OF 


COTTON JANUARY 1ST SHOWS 


DECREASE FROM LAST YEAR 


AUSTIN, Jan. 
19.— CEpl,)— Cot- 


ton supply in the United States In- 
dicated on January 1 totaled 9,- 
495,000 bales, compared to 9,833,- 
000 on January 1, 1928, and an av- 
erage oC 9,384,000 on that date ov- 
er the past eight years ,acording to 
Bervard 
Nichols, 
nssfstant 
in 


charge of index numbers In 
the 


BUreau of Business Research at 
the University of Texas. 


"The large disappearance during 


December is due not only to the 
rapid rate of consumption in the 
United States but more particular- 
ly to the unusually heavy exports,'1 
Mr. Nichols said. 
"Exports wore 


1,059,000 bales for the month nnd 
consumption amounted to 534,000 
bales, making a decrease of 1.592,- 
000 bales in the 30-day period—an 
exceptionally large decrease rela- 
tive to the present supply. 


"The Indicated supply on January 


1 in the United States is 338,0(10 
bales under that on January 1 a 
year ago. In the past seven years 
changes in supply on that date 
have totaled 17,006,000 bales and 
deflated price changes have been 
4,928 points or a change - of 
29 


points for each change of lOO.OuO 
bales in the supply. At the same 
ratio, with a decrease in the sup- 
ply of 338,000 bales, there should 
be an increase in the .price of 98 
deflated points. Based on the sup- 
ply in the United States alone, Now 
Orleans spots should be about 201-4 
cents. If the European supply is 
considered, however, the large de- 
crease in the United tSates 
has 


meant a relative increase of. stoclis 
in Europe and not final disappear- 
ance. The world's available supply 
of American cotton' is not decreas- 
ed to the same extent as United 
States supplies, and the calculated 
price should probably be reduced 
accordingly. Stocks in and cotton 
afloat to Europe on January 1 
were 2,266,000 bales, against 2,149,- 
000 bales on January 1, 1928, an ii.- 
crease of 117,000 bales. The supply. 
therefore,lntho United States and 


the protection of American lives 
and property.

been made however to provide for 
the collection of loans. The speak- 
er pointed out that this nation had 
been active In the use of arbitra- 
tion for the settlement of local and 
international disputes.

He asserted that relations had not 
always been what they should be, 
but that he would restrain his dis- 
cussion to the popular relations be- 
tween the peoples of the nations, 
declaring that

is a deeper 


feeling possible,than amity of gov- 
ernments, 
which is the common 


unity of feeling between people. 


There is a background 
for the 


unsatisfactory 
relationships, Mr. 


Howell asserted, and it has been 
and now exists imbedded firmly in 
the minds of the Latin Americans, 
and the people of the northern na- 
tions are to blame because of their 
feeling of superiority over these 
people and their refusal to admit 
their eualily and this feeling must 
be displaced.

BRONZE TABLET SET IN TEX-

Robert Miller has the distinction 


of being the first to make a con- 
tribution toward the erection 
of 
the. memorial honoring Navarro 
county's war dead. His letter was 
received by the Daily Sun Thurs- 
day with Sl.OO enclosed.

memorial will be in the form of a 
bronze tablet, appropriately deco- 
rated set in a four-ton Texas gran- 
ite boulder. On the tablet will be 
engraved the names of Navarro 
county's war dead. The city park 
is expected to be selected as the 
site for the permanent resting place 
of the memorial 
and dedication 


services are planned to be held 
May 30. This recognition for the 
soldiers making the supreme sac- 
rifice was suggested by W. H. Hast- 
ings, chairman of the major activ- 
ities committee in making his re- 
port for the year to the club at its 
last regular meeting. 
The 
membership of the Lions 


club first intended to finance the 
entire project, but it was thought 
that many residents of the city and 
county would like to have a part in 
the erection of such a memorial. 
This caused the subscription list 
to he thrown open to the general 
public.
